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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The amendment submitted on 24 July 2006 has been considered by the 
examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 10, 13, 14, 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

As per Claim 1 . 

Okuda et al (4,708,461), Kawamura et al (5,587,799), Matsumoto et al 
(5,754,744), Brown et al (2005/0075214), Adachi (2001/0015817) and Login et al 
(5,799,281 ) in view of Courter et al alone or in combination do not disclose or fairly 
teach: 

a. a machine timeslot reservation subsystem including storage means for 
storing time slot reservation information, a calendar, and time clock information, time 
slot status information, intended user Id code information and machine control 
information for a user operated group machine (UOGM); 

d. means for operating said UOGM to run said received order quantity when 
said current clock time shows no reserved time slots for said UOGM; 

e. user ID verification means for receiving and processing an actual user ID 
code against said intended user ID code, when said clock time corresponds to a 
reserved time slot; 

f. programmed means for enabling operation of said UOGM to run said 
received order quantity when said actual user ID code matches said intended user ID 
code. 

As per Claim 2. 

Okuda et al (4,708,461 ), Kawamura et al (5,587,799), Matsumoto et al 
(5,754,744), Brown et al (2005/0075214), Adachi (2001/0015817) and Login et al 
(5,799,281 ) in view of Courter et al alone or in combination do not disclose or fairly 
teach: 

displaying selectable date and time calendar information on the screen 
comprises displaying only current and future date and time calendar information for a 
user operated group machine. 

As per Claim 10. 
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Okuda et al (4,708,461 ), Kawamura et al (5,587,799), Matsumoto et al 
(5,754,744), Brown et al (2005/0075214), Adachi (2001/0015817) and Login et al 
(5,799,281) in view of Courier et al alone or in combination do not disclose or fairly 
teach: 

displaying interactive selectable time slot symbols includes displaying time slot 
symbols that open for receiving TSR information only when a time lot corresponding to 
a time slot division for such symbol is an open time slot for a user operated group 
machine. 

As per Claim 13. 

Okuda et al (4,708,461), Kawamura et al (5,587,799), Matsumoto et al 
(5,754,744), Brown et al (2005/0075214), Adachi (2001/0015817) and Login et al 
(5,799,281 ) in view of Courier et al alone or in combination do not disclose or fairly 
teach: 

displaying and retaining a record of past, present and future time slot 
reservations for each user operated group machine. 

As per Claim 14. 

Okuda et al (4,708,461), Kawamura et al (5,587,799), Matsumoto et al 
(5,754,744), Brown et al (2005/0075214), Adachi (2001/0015817) and Login et al 
(5,799,281 ) in view of Courier et al alone or in combination do not disclose or fairly 
teach: 

As per Claim 27. 

Okuda et al (4,708,461), Kawamura et al (5,587,799), Matsumoto et al 
(5,754,744), Brown et al (2005/0075214), Adachi (2001/0015817) and Login et al 
(5,799,281 ) in view of Courier et al alone or in combination do not disclose or fairly 
teach: 

an alerting means communicating with said controller assembly for alerting an 
intended user of a reserved time slot; 

the alerting means for the user operated group machine comprises a light tower 
including a pole and a light source having an on state and an off state. 

The claims that depend from the above allowed claims are allowed for the same 
reasons.
